Council votes 23-2 for 
deal with $30M bond

Louisville is on its way to building a 
soccer stadium. 

Metro Council voted 23-2 at a meet- 
ing Thursday night in favor of a deal 
that included a $30 million bond to par- 
tially fund Louisville City FC’s Butch- 
ertown stadium development district. 

The council passed all four mea- 
sures pertaining to the stadium pro- 
ject, including an ordinance to apply to 
the state for a tax-increment financing 
(TIF) district around the proposed de- 
velopment site. 

The 10,000-seat stadium is planned 
as part of a $200 million, 40-acre devel- 
opment that also is to include at least 
one hotel, offices, retail and housing. 
The site is south of Interstates 64 and 
65, north of Water Street and south of 
Witherspoon and Adams streets in the 
Butchertown neighborhood. 

“Did everyone get every little thing 
they wanted? Probably not,” said 
Councilwoman Barbara Sexton Smith, 
D-4th District, one of the deal’s spon- 
sors. “But it got to point where all ques- 
tions were asked and all questions are 
answered.” 

The city will leverage a $30 million 
bond, which will mature to $42 million, 
to purchase 37 acres from four differ- 
ent landowners and to pay for public 
infrastructure. Louisville City FC will 
buy additional land parcels owned by 
LG&E and the Waterfront Develop- 
ment Corporation. 

Louisville City FC owners are re-

Horrific leg injury doesn’t keep goalkeeper off field

McKenna Pfeiffer didn’t feel pain until she 
glanced down to see the exposed thigh muscle and 
bone. 

Her femur had snapped as soon as the dune bug- 
gy — which surged suddenly as her boyfriend’s 
muddy foot slipped onto the gas pedal — pinned 
her to the trailer. 

Pfeiffer was washing her hands behind the trail- 
er when her boyfriend, Jordan Baker, tried to pull 
the buggy up alongside her. He went to steer right 
and the steering box ripped off the frame — but 
when he tried to brake, his foot hit the accelerator. 

Baker estimates he was only driving at around 5 
miles per hour, but it was fast enough that Pfeiffer 


had no time to jump out the way. She was caught 
between the driver’s side wheel and axle, scream- 
ing, Baker said, “like I’d never heard before.” 

It was only begrudgingly that Pfeiffer’s mother 
had agreed to let her go off-roading in the first 
place, and only because Jordan and his family had 
experience riding dune buggies at Dirty Turtle Of- 
froad Park in Northern Kentucky. 

And then Pfeiffer was being airlifted to the Uni- 
versity of Louisville Hospital with her left leg 
hanging on by a few pieces of skin, and her mother 
was setting down the phone and jumping out of the
